the President stetsd that for tome Use fee feed been disturbed fey 
report* that an attempt night fee na&e to subject the Central inteXllgenoe 
Agenoy to a typ* of Oongrssatonal investigation which would Inevitably die- 
close highly olaeslflei eecurity natter* to potential enenlee of the United 
ftatee. 


the President expressed to the Congressional leader* with i&om he 
ooneulted thle moral ag hi* feeling that each an investigation would regult 
la serious ham to «ur national •eeurity. 

The Congress, he eaid, had set up the Central Intelligence Agency 
a* a part of the Katlonal Security Council, advisory to Mb a* President, and 
provided that it* Wraetor should fee the Intelligence Adviser to the Presi- 
dent, Se looked upon the Central intelligence Agency as an integral part ef 
hie executive equipment, intended fey the Congress to fee elese and useful te 
Mb in carrying eat the manifold responsibilities of the Presidency. 

The President made clear to the Congressional leaders that ht 
recognised that the Congress had the right te imfematlon necessary far the 
exercise ef it# legislative and appropriates functions, to that end, the 
Sir ec tor of Central Intelligence had kept in the closest touch with the 
Armed Service* and Appropriations Oeamittaee of the two Souses ef the Congress 
and had furnished these Committee* with all information which they had sought. 

The President emphasised that it was a good idea for them to fee 
kept currently advieed ef the Agency 1 ! activities, in keeping with the wise 
provision included fey the Congress in the Sational Security Act of 194V "that 
the Si rector of Central Intelligence shall fee responsible for protecting 
intelligence sources and methods from unauthorised disclosure.* She Presi- 
dent expressed hie firm conviction that the Ixecutive and the Cons res# should 
cooperate in carrying out this legislative msndate. 

Wee president further expressed to the Congressional leader* hi# 
view that the appropriate Committees of Congress should fee satisfied at te 
the integrity ef the administration ef the Central Intelligence Agency, the 
handling of the fund* intrusted te it, and the exercise of the power* and 
duties conferred upon it under the Vatlonal Security Act of lpd? and directives 
of the Batlonal Security Council thereunder. 

Ee released te the Congressional leaders the correspondence which he 
had had with the Pi rector of Central Intelligence and ef hi* decision, as 
indicated in thle correspondence and as requested fey the Xft rector ef Central 
Intelligence, to set up a "Beard of Consultants", with duties and functions 
outlined in that correspondence. 

The Coi«r*#sienai leaders present expreseed their unanimous con- 
currence in the view that the legislative and apprepriat ive function* should 
fee exercised fey the Congress* insofar as the Central Intelligence Agency It 
concerned, in a manner to protect intelligence sources and methods from 
unauthorised disclosure and they welcomed the President ‘e action la setting 
up the high level Beard of Consultants. 
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
